The final echo of the complications 
which arose when A. IL Stannard and 
Company, original contractors for the 
erection of the Federal Building, went 
into bankruptcy, was 
heard to-dav 
when all the paraphernalia remaining 
on the 
government 
lot 
was 
taken 
away by a number of local 
purchas­ 
ers. 
A department order 
required 
the 
immediate removal of the assortment 
of material 
which 
included 
several 
sheds, the office, trestles, 
desk, 
sur­ 
veying 
instruments, 
cables, 
picks, 
shovels, 
wheelbarrows, 
and other 
equipment of the office and 
mechani­ 
cal force under the Stannard firm. 
The entire outfit was sold to Frank 
Slonaker by S. S. Neely Esq., attorney 
for Henry Wise, the receiver 
in 
the 
bankrupt Stannard estate. 
Mr. Sion- j 
aker, in turn, disposed of the greater j 
part of his purchase 
to 
other local 
people and they had to-day to remove 
their property 
so 
that 
for several 
hours the 
place 
presented 
quite a 
lively scent. It was all gotten away in 
good time and the property has been 
put in proper condition. 
It will be recalled that the Stannard 
Company was the firm which had in 
charge all the preliminary work 
for 
the erection of the structure and they 
had it well on its way when financial 
difficultie 
required that the work 
he 
'topped. 
This development prevented 
the completion of the 
fine 
structure 
before the fiftieth anniversary of the 
battle, the time when everyone hoped 
it would be opened for business, As a 
result, the small room and 
insignifi­ 
cant lobby of the old post 
office 
on 
York street were the only place avail­ 
able to accommodate the thousands of 
veterans and 
other 
visitors 
during 
Gettysburg’s big week. 
loiter, after the 
ne c e 'a r y 
details 
had been gone through, the 
contract 
for finishing the uncompleted 
build­ 
ing was awarded to Darby and Pierce, 
and they pushed it to an early com­ 
pletion. The Stannard equipment 
re­ 
mained at the property from the time 
it was first brought here in the sum­ 
mer of I HI 2 until to-day,
